CULTURE  OF  THE  PAEONY 

THE  Paeony  delights  in  a deep,  rich  soil  and  a sunny  location,  however,  they  will  sometimes  prove 
satisfactory  in  partial  shade.  The  beds  should  be  dug  at  least  two  feet  deep  and  filled  with  good, 
rich  soil  and  the  roots  set  four  feet  apart  each  way.  Cover  the  eyes  not  over  two  inches  with  soil 
as  deep  planting  prevents  free  blooming.  No  manure  of  any  kind  should  be  incorporated  in  the  soil  but 
after  the  roots  are  set  out  manure  may  be  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  rows  but  should  not  be  allowed 
to  come  in  contact  with  the  plant  as  there  is  danger  of  the  plant  rotting  when  this  is  done.  The  roots 
should  only  be  set  out  in  the  Fall.  August  and  September  are  the  most  desirable  months  for  this  purpose. 
In  setting  the  roots  care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  soil  is  well  packed  up  against  the  bottom  of  the 
root  as  it  is  essential  that  the  soil  be  brought  into  close  contact  with  every  portion  of  the  root.  Do  not 
cover  the  bed  with  any  kind  of  litter  until  the  ground  is  frozen,  the  litter  being  intended  to  prevent 
thawing  and  freezing  of  the  ground,  which  has  a tendency  to  lift  the  roots.  The  litter  may  be  removed 
in  early  spring  and  the  plants  should  be  kept  well  watered  while  growing.  Liquid  manure  may  be  applied 
with  satisfactory  results.  Roots  planted  in  the  fall  according  to  these  instructions  will  be  almost  certain  to 
bloom  next  season.
